Soviet naval ships in Swinoujscie (Swinemuende), namely: 

a„ Between eighteen to twenty torpedo cutters, including numbers 502, ' 503, 504, 
603, 6 O 4 , 605, 607, 802, 804 , 805, 806, 807, 811 and 901, tied up in various 
parts of the port. 

b„ About six trawlers, including numbers 652 and 656 , tied up along the eastern 
bank of the port-canal 0 

Co Three large submarine chasers which left Swinoujscie on the night of 26 October 
and had not returned by 15 November. 

d* No auxiliary ships were observed in the port.
